Tung, -whom I am4 
glad to sée with us to-day (applause), Mr. Ha 
‘Tung consented, al the request of the Govern: + 
ment of Hongkong, that the school .which is

bit at his.expense, should be maintained for 
European British children, instead of, as he 
had originally intended, heing maintained for 
children of all nationalities, He made it ‘a 
condition of his consent that an equally good 
school should be provided for the Chinese boys

later on to cut through the hill in order to 
join up with the present termination of the 
road with the Chinese theatre. So that you. 
may understand the position—not ‘only the 
geographical position, of the school which I 
have explained, but also its’ position in the 
general-scheme of Governmient education—-b 
propose to givé you'a few facts with regard to 
the scheme. There are altogether 81 Govern- 
‘ment and Government-aided schools in the 
Colony, and the avera 
of course, very much lower than the total num- 
bers on the roll, is about 5,000. Of this num 
ber, about one-third are trained in the eleven 
Government'schools, By far the most impor- 
fant of these is Queen's College, where gn 
average of over 1,000 boys are instructed every 
day.
